Six thousand Journeymen,
about two-thir- of the trade,' who
refused to accept work under the old
conditions, are Idle to-da- y. Never
theless the , inhabitants are only
slightly inconvenienced. ? Bread is
almost everywhere obtainable.,, The
syndicate bakers are working full
time, but many of the smaller baker
ies are being operated with reduced
lorce.

The striking journeymen,.- who in
Russia are fed, lodged and clothed
by their employers in patriarchalbut highly unsanitary style, sleep' in
the oven rooms, with few facilities
for cleanliness, demand' besides higher wages .snorter, hours and an
amelioration in their conditions' of
lire, including - separate lodgings,
money allowance for food, washine
conveniences,! etc. , The 'Journeymen
bakers of. Moscow recently won a
strike on similar grounds: It is ex
pected that the St Petersburg em-
ployers will be forced to yield. A
meeting of the employers has been
called for for the purpose
of considering concessions which
may be made.

FIRE IX BRIDGEPORT.

Paper Company's Plant 'Was Com-

pletely Gutted To-da- y.

Bridgeport, April 2!).-r-- fire which
practically destroyed the Tnlt & Sons
Paper company's plant early to-da-y

gave the lire department a good deal
of trouble aud It was only after a
great effort that It was kept from
spreading to nearby residences. The
factory of the company was located
on Trumbull road ln North Bridge-
port and was owned by the Bridge-
port Hydraulic company. It .'was a
long low structure and it was com-
pletely gutted from one end to the
other. The fire broke out before the
day's work began and gained consid-
erable headway before it was dis-
covered, so much so that the firemen
were unable to control it' A double
alarm brought out nearly every ap-

paratus In the city and three engines
were kept at work until ufternoon.

The loss to the building Is about
520,0( while- - the manliltnmd stocK
of Tait & Sons were valued at about
f45,0U0. Both stock - and machinery
were almost completely ruined. One
hundred hands are thrown - out of
work on account of the lire, but it is
understood that the plant will be re-
built shortly. The fire officials were
unable to learn how the fire started
and an investigation has been order
ed.

The loss will amount to 175.000
with insurance to the amount
f 45,000. A temporary building will
no occupied to continue the bus!
ness.

Washington, D. C, April 29. A

monumental task has been underta-
ken by the bureau of insular affairs
of the war department. It is in ef-

fect, a classification o'f the expenses
that may be traced directly to the

Philippine islands.
Just what the islands have cost the

government nobody, curiously enough
seems to know. Neither the war de

partment nor the treasury department
is able to throw definite light on the
subject, with the data now at hand.
Of course, the account books of the
two departments show accurately
what the expenses incident to the
Philippines have been, but the ag-

gregate sum never has been com-

puted.
During the lust session of congress,

an effort was made to obtain certain
information regarding the expenses,
but for some inexplicable reason it
was blocked by administration con-

gressmen Senator Clay, of Georgia,
Introduced a resolution calling for in-

formation as to the Philippine ex-

penses. In connection with the res-

olution, Senator Clay stated that no
definite statement ever had boon
made of the expenses incurred in sup-
port of the islands, but he bad been
led to believe that they had aggre-
gated in the neighborhood of $HK),-000,0-

a year. Not only in the sen-

ate, but also in the Souse statements
were made indicating a general be-

lief that the n mount of money ex-

pended by the United States in sup-
port of the Philippines had aggre-
gated an enormous sum, one or two
men placing it as high a 1500 000,-00- 0

a year.
The last mentioned amount is re-

garded as entirely out of proportion
to the correct sum. Senator Clay
charged that no reports of the expend-
itures of the government on tlm Phil
ippine islands' account had been made
since 1902 and that the reports then
submitted were in adequate aud in
accurate.

While his resolution did not pass,
it was deemed only proper by admin
(titration officials that an account of
the expenses should be prepared. To
this end, General Clarence Edwards,
chief of the bureau of insular affairs,
has Issued directions that the com-

plete account is to be made up and
the likelihood Is that it will be for
warded to congress at the beginning
of the next session.

Work on the compilation of the ac
count Is progressing, but not enough

gregate sum will be much less than
has been guessed and it is pretty
well assured now that the amount is
not Increasing each year, as has
been stated.

The account, when completed, will
be made up in such a way as to
enable the officials to make an ac-

curate statement of the cost of the
Hlspano-America-n war which never
has been computed In definite fig-
ures the cost of the Insurrections in
the Philippines and the cost of the
maintenance of the Islands so far as
it has fallen on the American gov-
ernment. Every Hem of Philippine
expense will be included In the ac-

count, and information bearing on
the subject will be gathered from
every possible source.

General Edwards is of opinion that
the cost of the Philippines to the
American government, exclusive of
the expenses of the Spanish war, has
not exceeded $10,000,000 a year,
since Admiral Dewey's historic vic-

tory In Manila bay. This would in-

dicate that the expenses gradually
are being reduced, annually, for it is
quite certain that the expenses of the
past two or three years have not been
so great as in the previous years.

The water came
down the creek and covered the low-

lauds In such volume as to force out
people living In tents, shanties nud
small houses on the low ground.

DIES OF OLD AGE.

Was Priest, War Chaplain, Confessor
- to Emperor, Godfather to King,

New York, April 29. Mgr Bernard
O Reilly, priest, war chaplain, con
fessor to Napoleon III, godfather to
Alfonso XIII and biographer of Pope
Plus IX and Pope Leo XIII, is dead
at Mount St Vincent, N. Y. He was
91 years old. Death resulted from
old age.

Mgr O'Reilly was born In County
Mayo, Ireland, and though he left
his native land at the age of 16, em!
grating to Quebec, he took an ardent
Interest throughout his life in tho po
litcat struggles of his kinsman. In
the home rule movement he was long
a, conspicuous figure. .

In his earlier years he devoted
much of his time to institutional
work. Graduated at Laval univer
sity. Quebec, he became connected
with St John's college, Fordham. In
1847 he entered the Order of Jesus,
in which he remaained 22 years.

He was chaplain of the Sixty-nint- h

New York regiment during the civil
war. Later he spent 20 years abroad
In literary and educational work, and
was known personally by nearly ev-

ery ruler in Europe. His biographies
of Popes Plus IX and lo XIII are
regarded as standard, works.

Kmperor Gone to Vienna.
Prague, Bohemia. April 29. Em

peror Francis Joseph left Prague for
Vienna after a fortnight's
stay at the Bohemian capital. His
majesty Blgnalized his departure by
addressing a rescript to the governor
of the province earnestly appealing
for conciliation between the Czech
and German nationalities. He said
that a start had been made in this
direction by the Introduction of uni
versal suffrage, and concluded: '.'I
would consider it the greatest happi
ness If I, who have shared all the
sorrows and struggles, should now
also be able to share the Joys of na
tlonal peace.

Caught Bundle of Clothing.
